i he one impression is 
stronger than any other 
after reading yesterday's 
offleial speeches in tha 
Legislative Council, it is of 
the steamroller tactics Gov- 
ernment ix employing to 
push through its plans and 
policies regardless of the 
views of others, The Finan- 
cial Seeretury and the 
Colonial Seeretary spent 
most of their time throwing 
out the augyestions of the 
unofficial MLCs — and whe- 
ther it -was with — the 
eloquence and diplomacy of 
Mr Burgess or the churac- 
toristic bluntness of Mr 
Clarke, their two speeches 
leave a feeling of profound 
dissatisfaction. 
Another impression 
emerges ix the Officials’ 
resentment of criticism — 
with here and there a touch 
of asperity to emphasise 
their exasperation at being 
told by a bunch of outsiders 
how to do their job. Admit- 
“tedly not every unofficiul 
MLC was brilliantly 
original, some were repeti- 
. tive and. one or two had 
little to say. 
UT the tendency to white- 
wash this debate has to 
be watched. By and large 
we hnve a good Government. 
They do not, as a rule, need 
much prompting but . there 
are serious dangers in ns- 
suming as Government seem 
to be, that it alone has got 
the measure. of the local 
problems and that outside 
help is unnecessary, And if 
this ia not in foct their 
attitude they should try to 
convey thia impression much 
more strongly in these 
annual debates. 
Yesterday’s mecting seems to 
illustrate most forcibly the 
undeniable weakness of a 
system in which the Public 
Service . controls both the 
Government machine and 
the legislature. Somchow 
Government has got to 
guard ngainst exploiting 
this weakness. It has to 
realise the dangers inherent 
in a constitutional syatem 
jucwhich it has to be both 
master and servant of the 
people, in which it has to 
create and animate a par- 
Hament and yet be subject 
. to ita direction. 
ONGKONG'S — unofiicials, 
it must be remembet- 
ed, are not paid, full- 
time parliamentarians but 
prominent, active business- 
men public. spirited enough 
to give time and thought to 
the job of representing the 
* people in. Legislative Coun-
